Finally, the muni­ 
cipality emerges. 
In other words, 
it comes last.” 
His idea is to put together all 


three primary elements in town- 
building — industrial, commercial 
and residential 
plan a town with 
civic beauty and functional effi­ 
ciency around them, and create a 
place “people from all over the 
world w ill w ant to come and see. 
“America has grown up now,” 
he told the Yale students in his 
initial 
talk outlining 
his 
basic 
idea. “It’s time we liegan to look 
like something. The view- from 
the Pulaski Skyway out of New 
York city shows w hat’s wrong 
with the U. S.” 
Students will begin scale mod­ 
els and complete integrated plan­ 
ning of all three elements of the 
modern 
industrial 
town 
soon. 
Then the entire project will tie 
filmed in color and Wood plans to 
show it to industrial groups and 
financiers in New York state. 
Several sites have been scouted 
by Wood, but the one he hopes 
will emerge is a plot of roughly 
1,500 aer es about 75 miles north 
of New York city on the west side 
of the Hudson river. 
Three medium-sized cities — 
Poughkeepsie. Kingston and New­ 
burgh—are within a 25-mile ra­ 
dius. which Wood said is consid­ 
ered the normal source of labor 
for an industry located in a rural 
district. He envisions these cities 
as supplying the needed commun­ 
ity facilities to Yalcsburg while 
it is in the young stages so de­ 
velopment could be orderly with­ 
out the problems accompanying 
too-fast growth.

And over the whole Republican 
section of the political pattern, in 
this lust week:, hangs the long 
shadow of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower. 
In

Eisenhower, the man who isn t 
here can lie considered a deci­ 
sive factor in the destines of the 
other GGP campaigns. 
No Write-In Count 
Judging from the numbers of 
people you meet, in campaigning 
around, who say they “like Ike,” 
the General seems to be immense­ 
ly popular here. 
He is not en­ 
tered in the primary, however, 
and there can lie no repetition of

Minnesota 
write-in 
wave. 
Wisconsin does not count write- 
ins. 
Consequently, both the W arren

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TAX BUREAU REFORMS 
A big step has been taken toward clean­ 
ing out corruption in the Internal Rev enue 
Bureau, and the country can feel good 
about it. 
The plan, now in effect after recent Sen­ 
ate approv al, is designed to eliminate the 
ev ils of political patronage from the bureau. 
The 6 4 collectors of internal rev enue, ap­ 
pointed dv the political party in power, now 
go under Civ il Serv ice. That puts all 57 ,000 
persons in the bureau under Civ il Serv ice, 
with the single ex ception of the commis­ 
sioner. He remains a presidential appointee. 
As one senator put it, this should place the 
bureau out of reach of “ the boy s in the back 
room.” Senator Monroney , a champion of 
the plan, said it “ takes out the last big island 
of political influence left in the gov ernment*“ 
Heretofore, appointments of the 6 4 collec­ 
tors hav e theoretically been strictly political 
plums. Actually , there were a lot of lemons. 
Of the 6 4 collectors who serv ed during the 
last y ear or so, 17 were chosen from and 
serv ed under Civ il Serv ice* None of them 
has been sucked into the current wav e of 
scandals in the bureau. Of the remaining 47 
political appointees, eight were either fired 
or forced to resign. 
Under the new plan, the collectors are re­ 
placed by ndt more than 25 district commis­ 
sioners and 7 0 deputy district commissioners. 
There will be at least one deputy to each 
state. 
The top man, the commissioner in Wash­ 
ington, will hav e three assistants. One will 
be an inspector charged with the job of spot­ 
ting and wiping out any corruption before 
it can do the great damage it has in recent 
months. 
A second assistant will be the man through 
whom the 25 district commissioners report 
direct to the head of the bureau in Wash­ 
ington. A third assistant will be head man 
for the paper work. 
Salaries of the top 9 9 men in the rejuv en­ 
ated bureau will range from $12,000 to $14,- 
8 00. Not enough to get rich on. Not so lit­ 
tle that a man will be tempted to take 
money from the outside to get along. 
Tax es, themselv es, are high. It’s hard to 
get them paid. But the tax collecting busi­ 
ness in general is looking up. We can feel 
good about it. 


STATION IN SPACE 
A scientist env isions a military observ a­ 
tion station located in space some 1,07 5 miles 
abov e the earth’s surface, which could circle 
the earth once ev ery two hours. It would 
be easy to dismiss this space speculation as 
so much science fiction had it been made by 
some one other than Professor Werhner 
v on J ^raun, who was largely responsible for 
the inv ention and prov ing of the V-2 rockets 
which might hav e turned the tide for Hitler 
had they been used earlier. After the war 
he and other scientists were transferred 
from Germany to America where he now 
makes his home. 
The station in space may be simply a wild 
dream which will nev er materialize. But the 
idea shows the direction which the minds of 
men are taking on their flights of fancy . 
Recently radio messages were relay ed from 
two points in the United States with the 
moon as an intermediary point. There is a 
great -deal of talk, not all of it by imagina­ 
tiv e lay men, of trav el through space. The 
dreams of man are no longer earthbound and 
more and more it looks as if the whole uni­ 
v erse may ev entually come within his scope.

THE ESSENTIAL STRUGGLE 
An ap p reciable number of p olitical leaders in 
both p arties as well as internationalists who belong 
Jo neither p arty are anx ious that the foreign p olicy 
p ursued by the State Dep artment should not be 
altered, come what may. 
They would p refer to 
p revent altogether or to limit as lar as they can a 
free and op en discussion of the Acheson p olicies, 
the Marshall Plan, the EGA handouts, the Korean 
W ar and the China fiasco. 
It is for this reason 
that so many of the old New’ Dealers, as distinct 
from the Truman Fair Dealers, are concerning 
themselves with Rep ublican rather than Demo­ 
cratic p olitics. They are sure that the Democratic 
Party will defend the Acheson p osition; they can­ 
not be sure what the Rep ublicans will do. 
Henry 
Cabot Lodge, Jr., more than a year ago, before it 
was an immediate p olitical q uestion, stated this 
p rogram when he said: 
“If all we had now to consider was American 
op inion, we could unhesitatingly say that the freest 
debate on foreign p olicy would without doubt be 
good. 
“But we cannot build a w’all around the United 
States and coniine this discussion solely to the ears 
and eyes of the American p eop le. 
What we say 
here is heard anil read—and misinterp reted—ail 
over the w orld—and the reaction ot the world 
closely affects American welfare.” 
Yet one of the two p rincip al values of the 
Presidential election, every fourth year, is that it 
gives to the p eop le an op p ortunity to participate 
directly in a choice of p olicy. 
It is to meet this 
right of the p eop le that the p olitical p arties not 
only offer candidates but p latforms, not only p er­ 
sonalities but statem ents ot p olitical p rincip le and 
p urp ose. 
Under the American scheme every elec­ 
tion is, in effect, a referendum. 
Since 19 36. the American p eop le have had no 
op p ortunity to debate, with any degree of through­ 
ness. p olicies which have brought them two wars, 
the huge burden of a more than $260.(XK),(X)0,000 
national debt, increasing tax es, dep reciated cur­ 
rency, a budget that this year will p robably reach 
$100,000,000,CXX) anil the huge loss of life. 
Those 
who sought such a discussion in the elections of 
19 40, 1944, 1948 were smeared as isolationists, if 
not Fasscists. 
It would seem futile to hold an election if these 
m atters are not to be discussed and debated in de­ 
tail, with a hard hammering of the facts to bring 
out the truth. 
An election without debate would 
be* no more than a change of p ersonalities at the 
top , with a continuance of p olicy and p robably of 
those officials in office cap able of and willing to 
carry out the old p olicies. 
Senator Lodge amp lified his concep t in this 
p aragrap h: 
“Senators have recently calmly discussed what 
p laces we might have to bomb p laces whose in­ 
habitants we still hop e might have a common cause 
with us. This does not make friends for us abroad, 
however much it may reassure j)oop ie at home. 
If 
we do not discuss these matters, our debates may 
lack realism and may not give reassurance, but at 
least it will not mean the loss of p otential p artners 
should a future conflict occur.” 
Our p roblem, according to him, is that if the 
American p eop le are told the truth and discuss it, 
it will annoy our allies. 
Therefore, it rs essential 
that the truth not be discussed. 
In a word, now, 
more than six years after the war. the American 
p eop le are to bo told to continue to give blank 
checks to Great Britain and France as they were 
told, during the war, to give blank checks to Soviet 
Russia—to the tune of $ 11.(XX>.000.000 in cash and 
an emp ire in the Teheran and Yalta agreements. 
This p hilosop hy is designed to p rotect those who 
have a vested interest in their own mistakes 
W. 
Avercll Harriman. for instance, has p layed a p ri­ 
mary role in our relations with Russia which any­ 
one can see have gone sour. 
Yet. 
he has never 
once admitted that his counsel might have been at 
fault. He continues to manip ulate American p olicy 
and to encourage ex p enditures an a vast scalp , un­ 
til even Senator Tom ConnaJlv is angered by his 
comp lacence. 
The p roblem then is to keep the debate on the 
foreign p olicy a continuing one, without regard to 
candidates and yet without imp erilling the secur­ 
ity of the country.

THE SAFE REDUCING DIET 
No man, woman, or child should go on a reduc­ 
ing diet until given a p hysical ex amination by the 
family or other p hysician. The family p hysician is 
usually acq uainted with the individual and knows 
the likelihood of the p atient’s following or not fol­ 
lowing the p rescribed diet faithfully. 
When rap id reduction is wanted, the p atient 
should enter hosp ital as with any other ailment, 
because immediate attention, in case of shock, may 
be req uired. 
When the p atient wants to reduce at home, 
while engaged in light emp loyment, the lowest 
number of calories that can safely be taken, p ro­ 
viding the 
p hysical ex amination p roves p atient 
normal, is 1,200 calories daily. 
In his book. “Practical Procedures in Clinical 
Medicine, I)r. R. I. S. Bayliss, Senior Medical Reg­ 
istrar, Postgraduate 
Medical School of London, 
England, outlines diets A and B, used when the 
p atient remains in bed. The A diet consists of 200 
calories, mostly toa and fruit, and the B diet is 
60(1 calories. Fhe A diet of 200 calories is given for 
two days and the 000 calorie diet—tea. fruit, green 
vegetables—is given lor nex t two days, then diets 
A and B alternate in that order. 
However, his 1,200 caloric diet to be usech as 
mentioned above, by a p atient up and around is as 
follows: 
Breakfast: Tea or coffee with milk: egg, becon 
or fish; 1 ounce of bread; % ounce butter or m ar­ 
garine; fresh fruit. 
Midday: 
2 ounces lean meat; cheese, or five 
ounces Fish; 
4 ounces of p otatoes; U ounce butter 
or margarine; green or root vegetables, fresh fruit 
or salad. 
Tea: Tea with milk; 1 ounce bread or its eq uiva­ 
lent; V-i ounce butter or margarine; fresh fruit or 
salad. 
Sup p er: Same as at midday-. 
It will be noted that the above diet of 1,200 
calories is sp read over four meals instead of three, 
which means that the p atient is not without stim ­ 
ulating food for many hours at a time. 
If p otatoes and butter or margarine are left off 
the midday and evening meals in the diet above, 
the caloric value is reduced to 1000 units. 
Remember, a p hysical ex amination must be 
taken before any reducing diet. 
Ov erweight and Underweight 
Sufferers with either overweight or underweight 
will find many help ful suggestions in Dr. Barton’s 
booklet entitled “Overweight and Underweight."

man can dictate what the p rice' 
of steel will be, whether or not 
there is ¿o be a steel strike, and 
whether or not another round of 
inflation boosting all wage levels 
and, of course, all p rices is to be 
started on Its way in America. 
The man is President Truman, 
and he will have to reach his de­ 
cision in the nex t few days if a 
steel strike, scheduled for Ap ril 
8 , is to be avoided. 
The facts are these: The rec­ 
ommendations of the Wage S ta­ 
bilization Board, already accep ted 
by the Steelworkers’ Union p olicy 
committee, call for an increase 
of about 22 cents an hour, w’hich 
will boost wages to ap p rox imate­ 
ly $2 an hour. This is not only the 
largest 
p ercentage 
increase 
in 
wages ever given in the steel in­ 
dustry, but it is more than the la­ 
bor union itself asked for in the 
original negotiation^. 
The increased wage will cost 
t lie steel comp anies around $1,- 
000,(MX),000 a year in all. About 
naif of it is for indirect costs, in­ 
cluding the cost of things the 
steel comp anies buy, w-hich will 
go up . In order to meet all this, 
the 
steel 
comp anies 
estimate 
that an increase in steel p rices 
of somewhere between $10 and 
$12 a ton will be necessary. 
The so-called Cap ehart formu­ 
la of the Office of Price Stabiliza­ 
tion will p ermit only about $2 
p er ton to he realized. So the 
q uestion is what hap p ens to the 
balance. The steel comp anies can­ 
not 
p ossibly 
absorb 
the 
full 
amount. It would p ut some of 
them out of business. 
Charles E. Wilson, economic 
mobilizer, knows -that to be true 
and has p ut the case to Mr. T ru­ 
man at Key West. There is an­ 
other section of the rules govern­ 
ing the Office of Price Stabiliza­ 
tion which might be invoked. It 
has to do with “hardship ” eases. 
Under

interp retations, 
however, this formula could not 
be’ ap p lied, but now it is under­ 
stood a change in p olicy wdll be 
made by the administration. 
All in all, if the government 
allows an increase of about $8 
p er ton, the industry may be able 
to absorb the other $4 a ton. On 
some such basis a settlem ent can 
be arranged p rovided the “union 
shop ” demand is given up by the 
union leaders—something it has 
always been believed was insert­ 
ed for bargaining p urp oses, that 
is, to make the industry feel bet­ 
ter about giving wage increases 
if it doesn’t have to grant the 
“union shop ,” which means com­ 
p ulsory unionization. 


The sad truth is that collective 
bargaining by the p arties them­ 
selves has virtually been abolished 
and the strong hand of govern­ 
ment—reminiscent of what used 
to hap p en under state socialism 
in the Fascist states—is about to 
tell labor unions, as well as em­ 
p loyers, what to do. 
The story of what has hap p ened 
is this. 
The CIO Steelworkers 
Union and the steel comp anies be­ 
gan to bargain on a new wage 
scale and the union was willing 
to settle for an increase of around 
15 cents an hour. The comp anies 
would have agreed if the adminis­ 
tration could have told them just 
how much of an increase in p rice 
to offset that ex tra cost of labor 
was to be granted by the Office 
of Price Stabilization. 
But the 
administration—and here is where 
it made its fatal mistake—refused 
to be sp ecific and the comp anies 
had no alternative but to go 
through 
the 
p rocedure of 
the 
Wage Stabilization Board. 
Now, 
this 
board 
consists 
of 
three members from labor, three 
from industry, and three from the 
“p ublic.” 
But the three so-called 
“p ublic” members, usually p icked 
to p lease the unions, are p ro­ 
union. 
This is evident from the 
fact that the “p ublic” members 
p rop osed a larger increase than 
the unions themselves p etitioned 
for In the negotiations held be­ 
tween them and the steel com­ 
p anies. 
The wage p roblem isn’t a q ues­ 
tion of fighting off starvation or 
meeting the cost of living, because 
th at’s coming down. 
The steel­ 
workers are, and will continue to 
be, the highest p aid industrial 
workers in America. 
The o ther 
workers will not be willing to be 
left behind. 
The coal unions will 
come in soon with similar de­ 
mands and so will other unions. 
That’s how the cycle starts up ­ 
ward. 
And. of course, to p ay lo r 
it there has to be an increase in 
p rices. 
So the Wage Stabilization Board 
and the President, faced with the 
demands of an industry that can­ 
not p ossibly meet the increased 
cost without higher p rices, has to 
go along. Thus is the p urchasing 
p ower of the dollar steadily forced 
downward—all because there isn’t 
courage enough in Washington to 
hold the line on both wages and 
p rices. 
I t’s a tragic defeat that the p ub­ 
lic interest is about to suffer with 
government dictating the course 
of events as it p reaches against 
it.flat ion but succumbs neverthe­ 
less to p ressure that breaks down 
both p rice and wage ceilings,

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TAX BUREAU REFORMS^ 
A big step has been taken toward clean­ 
ing out corruption in the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, and the country can feel good 
about it. 
The plan, now Tn effect after recent Sen­ 
ate approval, is designed to eliminate the 
evils of political patronage from the bureau. 
The 64 collectors of internal revenue, ap­ 
pointed ny the political party in power, now 
go under Civil Service. That puts all 57,000 
persons in the bureau under Civil Service, 
with the single exception of the commis­ 
sioner. He remains a presidential appointee. 
As one senator put it. this should place the 
bureau out of reach of “the boys in the back 
room.*’ Senator Mcnroney, a champion of 
the plan, said it “takes out the last big island 
of political intluence left in the government.”

A scientist envisions a military observa­ 
tion station located in space some 1,075 miles 
above the earth's surface, which could circle 
the earth once every two hours.

THE SAFE REDUCING DIET 
No man, woman, or child should go on a reduc­ 
ing diet until given a physical exam ination by the 
family or other physician. The family physician is 
usually acquainted with the individual and knows 
the likelihood of tho patient's following or not fol­ 
lowing the prescribed dict faithfully. 
When rapid reduction is wanted, the patient 
should en ter hospital a* w ith any other ailment, 
because imm ediate attention, in case of shock, may 
be required. 
When the patient w ants to reduce at home, 
while engaged in light emplo>ment. the lowest 
num ber of c a lo ric th at can safely be taken, pro­ 
viding the physical exam ination proves patient 
normal, is 1,200 calories daily. 
In his book, "Practical Procedures in Clinical 
Medicine.” Dr. R I. S. Bayliss, Senior Medical Reg­ 
istrar. Postgraduate Medical School of london, 
England, outlines diets A and B. used when the 
patient rem ains in bed. The A diet consists of 200 
calories, mostly tea and fruit, and the p, diet is 
60(> calories. The A diet of 200 calories is given for 
tw*o days and the 600 calorie diet—tea. fruit, green 
vegetables 
is given for next two days, then diets 
A and B alternate in that order. 
However, his 1,200 caloric dict to he used. as 
mentioned above, by a patient up and around is as 
follows: 
B reakfast: Tea or coffee with milk: egg, boeon 
or fish: I ounce of bread: '« ounce butter or m ar­ 
garine; fresh fruit. 
Midday: 2 ounces lean m eat; cheese, or five 
ounces fish; 4 ounces of potatoes; 
ounce butter 
or m argarine; green or root vegetables, fresh fruit 
or salad. 
Tea: Tea with milk; I ounce bread or its equiva­ 
lent; Vt ounce b utter or m argarine; fresh fruit or 
salad. 
Supper: Same 
at midday. 
It will be noted that the above diet of 1.200 
calories is spread over four meals instead of three, 
W’hich m eans that the patient is not without stim ­ 
ulating food for m any hours at a time. 
If potatoes and butter or m argarine are left off 
the midday and evening meals in the dict above, 
the caloric value is reduced to 1000 units. 
Remember, a physical exam ination must be 
taken before any reducing diet.

He foresaw 
future embarrassment if Eddie couldn’t collect enough credits for the 
right co llege. He saw, in Eddie’s algebra failure, the alarming p ossi­ 
bility o f o ther, more serious failures. His concern for himself so p re­ 
o ccupied him that in the hour he took to ex p ress himself on the subject 
o f Eddie’s failure, he nev er once thought of interrup ting himself to 
say , “And how’ do y ou feel about this mark, Eddie?” 
Children, like us, are very ap t to behave most defiantly when they 
are most ashamed, most in need of the knowledge of their shame. We 
should try to remember this, so that when they are behaving too arro­ 
gantly or abusiveiy , we can say , “My goodness. I don’t know what 
y ou’re so ashamed about, but it certainly can’t be as bad as y ou think 
it is.” They will be very grateful to us for holding op en our commu­ 
nication with them so that they can feel free to admit that they have 
really felt shame instead of anger. 
Some p arents close this channel of communication with a child and 
battle with his defiance, instead of help ing him utter the shame that is 
back of it. The shame p iles up until it chokes the child, w’hile the blind 
p arent kep t on nagging, scolding, and condemning. 
It is a terrible thing to a child and have one’s shame mistaken for 
cockiness and defiance.

Childish Defiance May Be Concealing Shame

Eddie's teacher gave out the midterm report cards just before the 
dismissal bell rang. 
Outside, in the noisy school corridor, Eddie opened his folded card. 
He didn't faint, scream, or clutch his brow. He contemplated the card 
for a mom. nt or two, then, putting it into his pocket, zipped up his | 
windbreaker, slung his books over his shoulder and started home. 
Nevertheless he was in a state of shock. As he reached fresh air, 
his brain was already busy dashing along the delicate nerve lanes of 
his boily. “Prepare for enemy action!” radioed Eddie’s brain to his 
body—and at once, within it, an extraordinary stir, silent and invisible, 
began to take place. 
His body's complex defense systems, alerted now to arm Eddie 
against his father's reaction to his algebra mark, began to marshal its 
reserves, pouring stimulants into his bloodstream, tensing his muscles, 
accelerating his heartbeat until by the time his father came home, 
Eddie was braced for battle. 
Nothing could have been less attractive, mort* cocky, more defiant 
than the way he tossed his report card at his father and said. “I’ve 
failed algebra.” He was. ot course, ashamed of having failed algebra. 
Unfortunately, Eddie’s father did not perceive his son s shame over 
his failure. If he had he would have set about putting the shame to a 
useful purpose. He would have said. “Eddie, too much shame over a 
failure is as bad as none at all. Every good person tails and every good 
person is ashamed, sometime or other. Only if they are foolish do they 
stay ashamed too long.” 
Comfort like that was all Eddie really needed to quiet down. Just 
some truthful words to which the truth in the child would respond so 
that Eddie would come flying out of the talse defiance and say to his 
father. “Oh. dad. when I saw that 48 on my report card. I wanted to 
run away and never see anyone I know again. . 
But as Eddie's father did not perceive that his boy was a sh am ed of 
his failure, he could not. of course, say what his boy needed to have 
said. 
FEAR PREVENTS PERCEPTION 
Why didn’t he perceive that Eddie was ashamed? Because Eddie’s 
father was in no condition to perceive anything but his own emotions 
when lie Warned that his son had failed. His own feelings about the 
failure were so overwhelming he was quite blind to anything but them. 
He was afraid, for example, that his neighbors might think he had 
begotten a moron instead of a bright and creditable child. He foresaw 
future embarrassment if Eddie couldn't collect enough credits for the 
right college. He saw. in Eddie’s algebra failure, the alarming possi­ 
bility of other, more serious failures. His concern for himself so pre­ 
occupied him that in the hour he took to express himself on the subject 
of Eddie's failure, he never once thought of interrupting himself to 
say. “And how do you feel about this mark, Eddie?” 
Children, like us. are very apt to behave most defiantly when they 
are most ashamed, most in need of the knowledge of their shame. We 
should to ' to remember this. so that when they are behaving too arro­ 
gantly or abusively, we can say. “My goodness. I don’t know what 
you’re so ashamed about, but it certainly can’t be as bad as you think 
it is ” They w ill bt' very grateful to us for holding open our commu­ 
nication with them so that they can feel free to admit that they have 
really felt shame instead of anger. 
Some parents close this channel of communication with a child and 
battle with his defiance, instead of helping him utter the shame that is 
back of it. The shame piles up until it chokes the child, while the blind 
parent kept on nagging, scolding, and condemning. 
It is a terrible thing to a child and have one’s shame mistaken for 
cockiness and defiance.

Crossing Watchman Recounts 
His Troubles, Responsibilities 


For 11 y ears Chris Melbert of 
58 Cedar street, a watchman at 
the Smith avenue crossing of the 
New York Central Railroad, has 
heard the shrill whistles and the 
noise of trains. 
Sitting in his cozy booth with 
its windows opening on the east 
and west approaches, the bespec­ 
tacled, 
cap-wearing 
watchman 
keeps a keen ey e on the tracks 
and a sharp ear for the shack 
bell which sets up a strident 
clangor at the approach of a train. 
He steps out to the gate con­ 
trols, blows shrilly on his whistle 
and, with a wary ey e on traffic, 
cranks down the heavy gates. 
The responsibility is not light, 
even a little "nerve-wracking” at 
times, but Melbert, one of three 
watchmen who rotate a 24-hour 
vigil at the crossing, takes pride 
in doing a good job. 
Has His Complaint 
However, he also has his beefs 
j —which he expounds with con­ 
siderable vigor. 
Not the least complaint of this 
, World War I vet, who was dis­ 
charged with a shrapnel wound in 
his thigh during the Argonne of­ 
fensive, is the inconsiderate driver.

Fish Ta g g ing 
Satisfies Curio sity 
By AL McCLANE 
(Fishing Editor) 
A Chicago attorney b y the name of Sherm an B arnett deserves the 
thanks of every fisherman in the nation. 
Of all the fishing gadget* 
tu rned ou t in the last 20 years, his is b y far the most practical—a pair 
of stapling pliers for tagging fish. 
For $12.5 0 y ou can become a 
member of the Fish Taggers As­ 
sociation equipped with pliers 
and supplied with tags hearing 
y our name, address, and a re­ 
quest that information regard­ 
ing this particular fish he for- 
warded to y ou. 
The tag is attached to the fish 
b y a monel staple. 
All you have 
to do is pop one of you r m arkers 
in the plier jaw and slip the gad­ 
get u nder the b ony plate of the 
gill cover. 
When you snap the 
handles together the fish is w ear­ 
ing you r tag on his neck. 
Curiosity? Why. All 
Fishermen Have it 
Curiosity is a v irtue that all 
fishermen hav e in abundance, 
and there’s no reason to believ e 
that y ou won’t he hearing about 
the recapture of y our fish a 
month or ev en fiv e y ears later. 
Members of the association can 
make 
important 
contributions 
to our knowledge of fish mov ements, growth, and surv iv al. Ev en 
more important, they 'll he insuring supplies of pressure-ridden 
species for the future. 
It is fairly w’ell known that in some w aters certain species are not 
taken in su fficient qu antities to insu re good sport—the fish b eing b oth 
nu merou s and stu nted. This goes for most panfish and also for b lack 
b ass u nder some conditions. 
Mu ch more fish die from old age than get into frying pans, thu s, 
overpopu lation and stu nting are common prob lems. 
Bu t with trou t, 
bass, mu skies and land-locked salmon in most pu b lic w aters, it’s an­ 
other m atter to keep on having fu n. we’ve got to find a su b stitu te for 
killing as many fish as we once did. 
B arnett’s solu tion is perfect. 
Fish Tagging Is Not New Idea 
Fish tagging is not a new’ idea. 
Fish hav e been marked since before the time of Izaac Walton 
—and as early as 18 5 3 efforts were made to gain fundamental 
facts by marking fish with fine sliv er wire. More than 15 nations 
are now engaged in official tagging operations. 
Not long ago a salmon tagged in Newfoundland turned up* in 
Ireland. 
Such an international incident is important knowledge 
to the men of science. 
Althou gh most modern tags are ex ternal metal or cellu loid discs, 
a good many fishery stu dies have b een su ccessfu lly carried ou t b y 
u sing internal tags. 
The Bu reau of Fisheries stu died the herring 
fishery of Alaska b y u sing a lab elled strip of m etal, which was pu shed 
into the b ody cavity of the fish. H erring are too delicate for ou tside 
taggings. 
These tags were placed in thou sands of fish, and were later re­ 
covered in the plants m anu factu ring fish meal and oil b y an electro­ 
m agnet. The .magnet snapped u p every tag passing along the assem ­ 
b ly line.

Ma cArthur Visits 
City of His Birth 


Little Rock, Ark., March 24 (i*P) 
—General 
Douglas 
M acArthur 
ducked political talk and spoke 
nostalgically of 
recapturing his 
y outh, of gratitude and doubt dur­ 
ing a fiv e-hour v isit y esterday to 
this city of his birth. 
The entire theme of his colorful 
trip, during which he was cheered 
by approximately 25,000 persons, 
centered on "I’m glad to be home 
again." 
The general did not, by word or 
action, touch upon his politically - 
tinged speech Saturday at Jack­ 
son, Miss., where he said the na­ 
tional administration "is prepar­ 
ing us for war in Europe." 
He 
said the country was plunged, un­ 
prepared, into the Korean war and 
pictured the administration and 
its policies as a path to the ruin 
of the country . 
The MacArthur party —includ­ 
ing his attractiv e wife, Jean, and 
their 
13-y ear-old 
son, 
Arthur— 
flew in y esterday morning from 
Mississippi. 
They went directly to Christ 
Episcopal Church where the 72- 
y ear-old general was christened in 
1880. 
Actually , it was another 
building, 
hut the site was the 
same. 
His father, Capt. Arthur 
MacArthur, was stationed here in 
1880 when the general was born. 
The MacArthur party left Little 
Rock about 
4 p. m.. (CST) en 
route to New York. But the plane 
dev eloped mechanical trouble at 
8:45 shortly after leav ing Knox­ 
v ille, Tenn., and was forced to re­ 
turn to that city . 
The trouble was repaired and 
the plane took off again at 11:35 | 
p. m. (EST).
